POWER 


1. No manufacturing plant or factory shall 
operate in excess of forty-eight hours per 
week. 


Exception: (a) Dairies, fee and refrigera 
tor plants, bakeries, plants for the manufac- 
ture of necessary medicinal products, water- 
works, sewerage plants, gas manufacturing 
plants, plants operating continuous processes 
(such as acid manufacture, blast furnaces, 
etc.), printing plants for the printing of 
newspapers, periodicals,’ battery charging 
outfits and plants producing light or power 
for tblephone, telegraph or public utility com- 
panies are exempted. 


9 Elevator service must be curtailed as 
much as possible. 


General exception to light, heat and power 


Exception: (a) Drug stores, for the sale 
of drugs only, and restaurants, may remain 
open according to present schedule, but must 
curtail number of lights 50 per cent. 

Exception: (b) Railroad stations, hotels, 
hospitals, telephone, telegraph and news- 
paper offices are not included in so far as 
necessary lighting is concerned. 

Exception: (c) Lights may be used in 
offices of manufacturing plants for necessary 
accounting purposes at any time. 

Exception: (d) General and office lights 
must be cut off at 4 p. m. in office buildings 
except where office operation of vital indus- 
tries is involved.

Washington, December 1.—Attor- 


ney General Palmer called upon the 
American people tonight “to refuse 


to be stampeded by threats of lack | 
of coal into concessions which will | 


insure unreasonably high prices in 
all commodities for at least three 
years to come.” 

A statement of the government’s 


attitude was made by the attorney | 


_Seneral in a telegram to the cham- 
, ber of commerce at Moberly, Mo.. 
from which had come a request that 
_ another conference of operators and 
\miners be called. 

Mr. Palmer opposed further con- 
ferences, saying the wage increase 
proposed by Dr. Garfield eqtialized 
the average miner's wages with the 
Present high cost of living without 
Increasing the price of coal. This, 
he said, was fair to the miners and 
protected the public. 

“The cost of living {8 now at the 
high point, “Mr. Palmer said. “To 
grant the demands of the miners 
would make the cost of living still 
higher. The new wage would 
rup up three winters and_ there- 
fore, would maintain a higher cost 
ef living for substantially 
years. Such a situation cannot be 
tolerated. 

To Investigate Situation. é 

“In addition to, ihis, Dr. Garfield 
suggested a consultative body to 
investigate more completely the 
whole situation, to be composed of 
representatives in equal npmber of 


the miners and operators, and to be 
presided over by the secretary of 
the interior. such a body would 
investigate, among other things, the 
profits of the operators. If these 
should be found to be unreasonably 
high, the public should receive the 
penefit in a decreased price of coal, 
after the miners have had their 
wages finally adjusted on fair ba- 
sis. I understand this plan is ac- 
ceptable to the operators. If the 
miners return to work and agree to 
this plan, a way would be immedi- 
ately open for permanent settle- 
ment. 

“In the meantime, however, the 
operators: have posted the advance 
in wages proposed by Dr. Garfield, 
so that working miners. will imme- 
diately receive .the benefit of this 
increase. The production of coal 
now closely approximates 50 per 
cer cent. of normal and I have con- 
fidence that a sufficient number of 
miners will comply with the wishes 
of their government and respond to 
the needs of the people to increase 
this production in the near future 
to a point which will stapply the de- 
mand if economy and conservation 
in industry are employed. 

Would Delay Production. 

“Any other plan to reopen nego- 
tiations for a new wage scale be- 
tween the miners and operators 
would be futile and would delay 
rather than advance production. As 
long .as the leaders of the miners’ 
organizations believe that their un- 
lawful strike will force the public 
into a condition of suffering and 
loss which will compel further in- 
creases of wages, continued confer- 
ence on the subject will only result 
in influencing miners not to return 
to work. 

“The situation calls for the stead- 
fast support by the public of the 
government’s position as announced 
by Dr. Garfield. The public should 
refuse to be stampeded by threats 
of lack of fuel into concessions 
which will insure unreasonably high 
prices in all commodities for at least 
three years to come.”

uted widely and prevent suffering.

When Macon enthusiasts at- 
tenipted to organize a tirst-class 
league the past season, several 
towns were invited in. The fans 
iookK up the matter, held one pre- 
liminary meeting and decided to 
enter. A committee was appoint- 
ed in Brunswick to raise $5,000

SIXTY-SIXTH CONGRESS 
IN REGULAR SESSION 


Washington, December’ 1.—Most 
of th efeatures usually attending 
the opening were lacking today at 
the convening of the secund ses- 
sion of the sixty-sixth congress. 

After perfunctory sessions at 
which the annual appropriation es- 
timates aggregating $4,869,000,0U0U 
were presented, both senate and 
house adjourned until tomorrow, 
when President Wilson’s message 
will be read and legislative work 
started in earnest. 

The senate was in session <3 
minutes, and the house remained 
technically at work for four hours, 
but considered only minor bills re- 
quiring unanimous consent. Gallery 
crowds were much smaller than 
usual. 

The president's message, which is 
to be read separately in the senate 
and house, went to the printer to- 
dav and is expected to be briet Mr. 
Wilson’s illness prevents its deliv- 
ery in person and also caused a 
slight change in the opening pro- 
gram. Instead of appointing com- 
mittees to “wait” on the president, 
the senate and house had their com- 
mittees send a note to Mr. Wilson 
notifying him of the new session.
